However we were treated to 5 or 6 kids 
ranging from 9 to 13 or so on stage rapping and dancing, after they old a couple of songs 
they hopped back on their BMX bikes and headed back home, not to be seen for the rest of 
the evening. I'd say they were ten times better than GAQS. So we hunted down the road 
manager for NOFX and hung out on the bus for a while, where we heard many interested 
stories. After the show Fat Mike gathered us up along with a couple of guys from a new 
zine In Newport News (I think It Is called Pee-on fsorry If I am wrong guys) and we 
proceeded to pool our questions for this here interview, It Is a bit short but we hope you 
enjoy It anyway. 




BD: You guys said you were working on a new Ip with 20+ songs on it, when will it be 
out and who Is releasing it? 

FM:tt's coming out in July and it will be on Epitaph again. It's got 25 songs. 

BD:Anything unusual so far on the tour? 

FM We got a bus, that's pretty unusual. 

BD:How did you guys hook up with Fishbone for the tour? 

FM: We played with them in Germany, they opened up for us. And they asked us if we 
wanted to do this tour with them. I guess they needed a band that would have a draw from 
another crowd. 

BD:I heard you guys did a video foTBob", tell us what thaf s all about 

FM:We have a home video coming out with footage from 1985 until now. "Bob" will be on 
that. I heard it gets played on USA Up all Night once in a while, not on MTV or anything, 
only Rancid gets on MTV. The weirdest thing was we were in Reno playing blackjack and I 
look up on the TV and I see Greg Graffin. 

BD:How much longer do you guys plan on doing this? 

FM:One of my favorite things in the world to do is to write songs. So I think that I'll always 
do that. And there is no better vehicle than this band to do it. We get to do whatever we 
want.

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Duh-Laid Reaction Syndrome 

The Duh-Laid Ration Syndrome (D-LRS) is one of the most 
common, yet unspoken about, sexually transmitted d /^t S hf im ln°ra C e° 
mankind. It has been around since the beginning of the human race. 
There is no cure for the illness, and there never will be. 
Everyone is at risk of catching the disease. It does not 
discriminate against anyone's age, sex, race, religious preference, 
economic status, cultural background, or sexual preference. This 
article will explain: who the disease infects, what it is , now it 
affects it's victims, what symptoms to look for and the best means 
of prevention you can use to keep from getting infected yourself . 

As stated before, the disease does not discriminate against 
anyone's age. However there are two distinctively different forms 
of D-LRS, and whether or not someone has passed through puberty 
will determine what form of the disease that person is succep able 
to. To distinguish between the two forms they are referred to as 
D-LRS6 (the weaker version) and D-LRS13 (the more severe version). 
Before and during the puberty stage, the human body does 
produce a large enough amount of sexually stimulating hormones 
brain chemicals to sustain the life and growth of D-LRS13. 
body can without a doubt be infected by D-LRS6. This form of 
disease can be passed on from one person to another through 
simple act of holding hands. In most cases kissing

place. Since D-LRS 6 is such a weak form of the disease, once a 
person contracts it, it only lasts for about two weeks There have 
been cases where post-pubescent adults have caught D-LRS 6, but 
that is usually due to a lack of sexual activity (including 
masturbation) during the puberty stage. Most people develop an 
immunity to D-LRS 6 during the teen years. An example of someone 
with D-LRS 6 would be: 

A young boy goes on a summer vacation with his ramiiy. 
While on vacation, he meets a young girl, and they 
eventually, after what seems to be an eternity of 
awkwardness, kiss. The boy then decides he is not going 
to return home, but rather stay with the young girl . 
After a week or so of being home the boy eventually 
forgets about the girl. 
Although it may seem harmless, it can cause a great disturbance 
amongst the boy and his family. More than that, it can have a 
negative effect on how the boy will develop intimate relationships 

in the future. . .. , m . 

D-LRS 13 can only be transmitted through the sexual act 
itself. That does not mean strictly, and only through, coital sex. 
Oral sex is also an effective means of transmitting the illness. 
However, it is generally only passed on to the person receiving the 
oral stimulation, when it is transmitted through the act of oral 
sex The disease is passed on everytime there is intercourse 
between two people. The person's chemical and hormonal reaction to 
the sexual act determines whether or not the disease is capable of 
infecting that person. The disease infects males less frequently 
than females, but is, in most cases, more intense in the male. 
There is no noticeable difference between parties involved in 
either gay or lesbian sexual intercourse. Nor has it been 
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documented that gays are infected more regularly than lesbians, or 
vice versa. Studies have show that when both participants in the 
sexual act are infected it usually leads straight to catastrophe. 
The occurrence of both parties becoming severely infected is 
estimated at around 29% of the time. That means that 71% of the 
time catastrophe is still a great risk, it just takes a little more 
time for one person alone to reach that point. 

What makes D-LRS so terrifying and dangerous is the ract tnat 
it is not a virus or bacteria. What it is, for the sake of 
argument and to the best of my knowledge, is a psychological 
disease. Once the sexual act has been committed, it only takes a 
few seconds for the disease to take hold in a person s brain. ir 
the proper hormonal and chemical balances exist the illness will 
immediately start distorting the victim's brain patterns. ine 
first things effected are the person's emotions. Because a person 
usually has a feeling of elation, and hopefully satisfaction, arter 
they have sex, that makes those feelings easiest for the disease to 
manipulate. It does this by intensifying those emotions until even 
stronger emotions become present. In the worst case scenario, this 
will continue to happen until the victim feels love towards the 
person to which her or she performed sex with. Once the victim has 
reached a level of emotion necessary for the disease to feed off, 
the person then has coinciding thoughts to the emotions being felt. 
These thoughts can range from "That was great sex!" to "I believe 
I want to spend the rest of my life with this person.". The 
thoughts are more than likely accompanied by dizziness, nausea, 
goose bumps, hot flashes and an intense desire to speak in goo goo 
gaga or Iovey dovey talk. Whatever thoughts you might have are 
natural and are not directly induced by the D-LRS. Even though 
these thoughts are important in determining the severity of the 
illness, they alone do not cause problems that come from being 
infected. It's the victim's reactions to his or her feelings and 
thoughts that cause disasters. The person's reactions are 
irrational because the D-LRS slows down, or rather delays, that 
person's normal thought patterns. There is no way of determining 
what actions a person may take once they become infected with the 
disease. In most cases D-LRS is only prominent for a matter of a 
few days, and sometimes only hours. However.it is when the disease 
lingers in the body for weeks or months at a time that it can 
eventually take over a person's mind completely. All normal 
thought patterns cease to exist, and the victim seems to willingly 
lead themselves to his or her own psychological and emotional 
destruction. A case never has been documented where a person has 
actually died from D-LRS, but no one has ever ruled out that 
possibility. It can cause severe problems with how the infected 
person goes about developing relationships with others in the years 

The symptoms of D-LRS vary depending on the intensity of the 
disease itself. It is important that you look for these signs both 
in yourself and those around you. People who become infected with 
D-LRS often undergo a drastic personality change. The change may 
be positive or negative, i.e. Wpy or depressed. The latfer is 
rare and usually more difficult to recognize as being a sign of D- 
LRS . The infected person will commonly speak of love and his 
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her need to be with the other person in order to exist happily- 
Victims usually begin to shun their friends, as well as their 
responsibilities. They also tend to spend enormous amounts of 
money on their sexual partner. This causes the other party to 
ignore the problem, because they are benefiting from the victim's 
disorientation or reality.

Once you realize that 
you have D-LRS the best thing to do is to maintain complete sexual 
abstinence with the person from whom you were infected, or at least 
unt i 1 the disease runs its course . There have been studies that 
show a second attempt of intercourse between the two parties can 
cause an immunity to develop to that version of D-LRS. Note: Those 
studies are still in the development stage and are to this day 
still inconclusive. The best thing for you to dow is to talk about 
your thoughts and feelings with someone after you have sex. Also, 
make someone you suspect of having D-LRS talk to you. Always be 
aware of your actions towards a person you have had sex with. 
These are not cures, but they are known to help stop the disease in 
its early stages. If what you're feeling is truly love, you will 
know it in your heart. Try not to let yourself be fooled by

R:We're planning a tour this summer that's gonna run like 
10 weeks or so, about 3 months, it's gonna seem like 3 
years. 

BD:You plan on doing this 
till you get tired of it or 
what? 



J:As long as it's fun and I 
don't have to work a real job.

A lot of this stuff borders 
on brillian pop rock with catchy melo- 
dies galore but still maintaining a 
garagey sound. Also includes liner 
notes on StiVs escapades and scams 
while in LA. On grey vinyl. (Matt) 

Rev. Hod on Heat/Supersuckers 
"Caliente'T'400 Bucks" (Sub Pop) 

So these two cover each others 
songs, and while that's always a cool 
idea, unfortunately the results are 
usually shitty and that theory holds 
true in this case as well. (Matt) 

Surgery "Shimmer" CD (Atlantic) 

Their brand of down and dirty NYC 
street smart rock has been bonng 
ever since their Glitterhouse 12" ep 
and yet people still put it out. I had

"That's Rock n 
Roll", and turn it into a song about 
getting head, killing teachers, and 
shooting up, proving once again they 
have some of the greatest minds of 
our generation. Totally brilliant sleaze 
rock. The B side is the song made 
famous by Muddy Waters. Heavy 
blues gnnd that doesn't really come 
close to being as good as the original 
but the A side makes this worth 
buying.

Cheetah Chrome and the Ghetto 
Dogs 10" (Get Hip) 

Ex Dead Boy Cheetah and some 

washed up rockers play one good 

song and three shitty songs, but if s 

on real cool pink streaked white vinyl.

The New Bomb Turks "Drunk on 

Cock" 10" (Engine) 

Everything I've heard by these guys is 
worth owning, and this piece of blue 
vinyl is no exception. Full tilt punk.

Better than their full length on Cruddy 
Records. Lo fi amped up Radio Bird- 
man influenced punk from the land of 
the rising sun, and although I liked 
the singing better when they were the 
American Soul Spiders, this still 
rocks.

The Waste Kings "Garden of my

A couple of sleazy bar rock songs 
with Stooges type sax parts.

V/A "Ultra Punch Deluxe" 7" ep 
(Cruddy) 

Four reverb drenced surf instrumen- 
tals by Japan's The Bunnys, Eng- 
land's Thee Headcoats, and two 
American bands, The Untamed Youth 
and The Phantom Surfers. The now 
defunct Untamed Youth take the cake 
on this one with their over the top 
insane, guitar surf burner, "Tube 
City". Fans of this shit should 
definately seek this out. (Matt) 

The Devil Dogs "Laid Back Mother- 
fuckers" 7"ep (Headache) 

The party starts where the Saturday 
Night Fever album left off and believe 
me, it sounds like theres another keg 
to kill and bowls of cocaine all over 
the place. Break neck speed rock n 
roll is what these guys are serving up 
on the party platter so don't be a 
square, get this. (Matt) 
Red Aunts "Bad Motherfuckin 40 
oz" cd (Sympathy)

rolling but somewhere along the way 
this freight train of punk noise jumps 
the tracks and no one even gets 
killed.
